John Clou se, of Piqna, Ohio, the 
blacfeamith, who 
w h s ov ercome on the 
.street S atu rday afternoon, afte r ta k ­ 
ing an ov erdose of m orphine, and who 
lingered along in an u nconsciou s state 
for abou t tw o hou rs, died from the 
effects of the dru g abou t half-past fiv e 
S atu rd ay ev ening in the corridors of 
the cou nty jail. 
The m an had been a confirm ed m or­ 
phine fiend for ov er twTo y ears, and 
had su cceeded in obtaining the deadly 
stu ff from some one a t different tim es 
d u ring the day . 
H is greed for the 
dru g had led him to take too m u ch 
and that, together w itii the w hisky 
tha t he had been d rink ing is w hat 
cau sed liis death. 
A ll efforts m ade by D octors D illon 
and Wooden to sav e him a t the cou nty 
ja il w ere of no av ail as he had re ­ 
ceiv ed the fu ll effects of the dru g, 
w hich had spread throu gh his whole 
sy stem , tu rning his body to a deep 
blu e color. 
In his pockets w ere fou nd a bottle 
of 
w hiskey , sev eral 
m em orandu m 
books and a lot of tobacco. 
In one of 
the books was a new spaper clipping 
w hich gav e a fu ll accou nt of a m or­ 
phine eater in Tex as wdio had become 
discou raged w ith his ow n failu res in 
life and had ended it all v ery peace­ 
ably w ith an ov erdose. 
Aside from 
tha t it is not thou g ht tha t Clou se had 
any intention of com m itting su icide. 
From the tim e tha t he was first 
stricken he nev er regained consciou s­ 
ness and his last w ords w ere “ Take 
m e to my boarding bo u s e /’ and w hich 
he addressed to John Mack, who was 
holding him . 
These 
w ords 
were 
spoken near the C ., H. & D. railw ay 
tracks 011 M ain street. 
Clou se came here from P iqna F riday 
m orning 
and started 
to 
work at 
M artin K elley ’s blacksm ith shop, S a t­ 
u rday m orning. 
H e is said to hav e 
w orked u p to the tim e w hen he was 
first stricken in front of John M c­ 
C a rty ’s saloon. 
W ord was sent to his parents at 
P iqna of his death, and C lou se’s body 
was rem ov ed from the ja il to W y att’s 
u nd ertak ing establishm ent, w here it 
w as prepared for shipm ent. 
A11 u nd ertak er from 
P iqu a came 
here y esterday m orning, and took the 
body hack hom e 
011 the C., H. & D. 
9 :03 train. 
Clou se was abou t thirty -fiv e y ears 
old and leav es a w ife and one or tw o 
children. 
He had been 
separated 
from his w ife for nine y ears. 
H is 
fam ily liv es a t Prescott, Shelby cou n­ 
ty . Ind.

Prea ches Here. 


Su nday night, in the P y thian hall 
a t the corner of Second and M organ, 
A rchdeacon W alton, of the Indianapo­ 
lis Diocese of the P rotestant Episcopal 
chu rch, preached an interesting ser­ 
mon to a goodly nu m ber of people, 
the m ajority of whom are m em bers of 
tha t chu rch. 
He began by a brief resi>onse to those 
points w hich distingu ish this chu rch 
front the denom inations already m the 
field—that is its m ethod of gov ern­ 
m ent, bishops, presby ters and deacons 
corres])onding those assem bled for leg­ 
islation to the Senate and Congress of 
the U nited 
S tates; 
its 
m inisterial 
robes—w hite, the liv ery of heav en and 
the band abou t the neck the “ Yoke of 
C hris t;” 
the pray er book, e a rn in g 
the principle of tlie hy m n book throu gh 
the pray er and B ible reading of the 
serv ice, etc. 
Then follow ed 
a 
brief litu rg ical 
serv ice from leaflet and a practical 
talk or serm on, the m ain points of 
w hich w ere tha t the m ind of God in 
all m inor and m ajor details of life 
was more perfectly rev ealed in the Old 
T estam ent than in the New, and tha t 
C hristians were allow ed the liberty 
of stu dy ing and appreciating G od’s 
ideas u nder the C hristian dispensation 
and apply ing them u nder a sy stem , 
foreign to the old dispensation, of pe r­ 
fect liberty . 
He directed special attention to the 
inconsistencies of C hristians in try ing 
to keep the lesser obligations of the 
law and ignore the m ightier, m ainly 
the law of serv ice and the law of 
giv ing, both of tim e, labor and m eans. 
A fter the conclu sion of the serv ice, 
the archdeacon rem ov ed his v estm ents 
and discu ssed the issu es of the org an­ 
ization and the adv isability of erecting 
an Episcopal chu rch bu ilding. 
He 
referred to the appreciable nu m ber of 
people in the tow n of R u shv ille who 
w ere ardently desirou s of their chu rch 
serv ices 
and the adv antage to the 
tow n of presenting the indu cem ent of 
a chu rch of their own to E piscopalians 
w ho desire to m ake a residence here. 
He referred to a rem ark m ade to 
him tha t “ it was not wise to draw 
people ou t of the ir present denom ina­ 
tional associations by introdu cing a 
new chu rc h.” 
He said “ I am in per­ 
fect sy m pathy w ith the spirit of that 
rem ark. 
I w ish ev ery one to u nd er­ 
stand tha t I do not w ish any acces­ 
sions to the Episcopal chu rch from 
persons w ho are associated w ith other 
denom inations and are satisfied w ith 
that, association. 
I shall not m ake the 
slightest effort to aleniate su ch people. 
B u t, my dear brethren, w ho constitu te 
the m inistry of the C hristian denom i­ 
nations of R u shv ille w ill, I think, 
agree w ith mo w hen I say I do not 
w ish any one in m y chu rch w ho does 
not, throu gh sy m pathy or conv iction 
belong there. 
If persons are E pisco­ 
palians, all w ill agree that they shou ld 
be affiliated w ith their own chu rch 
and their highest spiritnal fpite rests 
are thereby su bserv ed. ’’ 
He qu oted from the address of a 
M ethodist presiding elder on the sea 
board. 
In a pu blic address to the 
M ethodists he said “ I am rejoiced to 
see tha t Episcopal chu rch spire finally 
indicating the presence of an E pisco­ 
pal chu rch in this tow n. 
The m ethod 
of spiritu al cu ltu re in that chu rch is 
v ery d istinc t from ou r ow n and 'm en 


of different tem peram ents are reached 
by different m ethods. 
M any of those 
w ho are not reached by ou r old org ani­ 
zations m ay be reached by this chu rch. 
God 'g ra nt tha t this may be ¡another 
gatew ay into heav en for sou ls who 
m ight otherw ise be lost.” 
The A rchdeacon deprecated the a tti­ 
tu de of some people who appeared to 
tliink tha t w hile they had a rig ht 
to tru th and conv iction in m atters of 
religion, the E piscopalians cou ld not 
take the ir religion on or off as they 
w ou ld a coat. 
He conclu ded by a reference to the 
hearty co-operation w hich he had en­ 
joy ed from brethren of different de­ 
nom inations.

A fter reaching the cem etery the pro- 
g ram as giv en in S atu rd ay 's paper w*as 
carried ou t, the band play ing some 
v ery fine m u sic.

deliv erd a short address w hich is said 
by m any to be one of the finest ev er 
deliv ered on a like occasion, after 
w hich Ju dge E llison deliv ered a fine 
and highly com plim ented address. 
T he flowers carried by the m em bers 
of the sev eral orders w ere taken a t the 
gate of the cem etery by a com m ittee j 
and placed on the grav es of the de­ 
ceased members. 


Pea ch Cro p Pro spects. 


C heering news comes from the great 
peach orchards stretched along the 
banks of the O hio in Sou thern Indiana. 
The trees w ere filled w ith ail u nu su al 
am ou nt of bloom and there are pros­ 
pects for the best crop in the history 
of the state 
T his is u nu su al as the 
fashion is to hav e the peach crop all 
killed off ev ery w here by the first of 
A pril or May . 
If we can get plenty 
of good peaches it w ill console u s for 
the loss of sev eral other things. 


London, Ju ne 6.—That the cu rtain is 
draw n again ov er the progress of the 
war probably indicates that Important 
ev ents are impending or afoot. 
The 
ex plosions heard at Port Arthu r su g­ 
gest that the Ru ssians hav e renewed 
their attem pts to remov e obstru ctions 
in the mou th of the harbor. All kinds 
of ru m ors are cu rrent, few of which 
appear to hav e any reliable basis. 
Variou s special correspondents in 
St. Petersbu rg report increasing de­ 
pression in Ru ssia ov er the prospect 
of the fall of Port Arthu r, and say that 
wild reports are In circu lation as to 
dissensions between the generals and 
the highest officials ov er qu estions of 
policy and strategy . 
The Daily Mail 
giv es great prominence to a statem ent 
“from a Ru ssian correspondent” de­ 
claring that Ru ssia will stand or fall 
by Port Arthu r as far as the gov ern­ 
m ent’s prestige with tne lower classes 
is concerned. 
“Internal trou bles are inev itable,“ 
the correspondent say s, “shou ld the 
fortress fall. 
Cou nt Lamsdorff dis­ 
play s a strong personality , bu t his po­ 
sition is precariou s and he is likely to 
be sacrificed as a scapegoat to popu lar 
indignation at the way the war has 
been condu cted. 
Althou gh It is said 
that General Ku ropatkin has lost fav or 
at cou rt, no change in the commander- 
ship of the army is contemplated.” 
The 8 t. Petersbu rg correspondent of 
R eu ter’s Telegram agency say s that 
Increasing anx iety Is felt ov er the rest­ 
lessness of Chinese troops on the Man­ 
chu rian frontier. 
The Morning Post's 
correspondent in 8 t. Petersbu rg goes 
so far as to say that Ru ssia is prepar­ 
ing to cope with a seriou s Chinese in­ 
v asion. 
A dispatch to the Standard from St. 
Petersbu rg asserts that no prepara­ 
tions hav e been made to organize a 
transport serv ice down the great w at­ 
erway s of the Su ngari and Amu r riv ­ 
ers. 
Great indignation is felt ov er the 
discov ery that sev eral wealthy Ru s­ 
sian firms “secretly assisted in the 
recent Japanese loan.” 
A dispatch to the Morning Post from 
Shanghai say s that some of the w ar­ 
ships at Port Arthu r hav e been beach­ 
ed and their gu ns remov ed to the land 
works. 
This Shanghai correspondent 
also say s that Field Marshal Tama- 
gala has been appointed v iceroy of the 
territories Japan has occu pied 
since 
the war began. 
This is the only ref­ 
erence today to the statem ent of the 
Daily Ex press Satu rday m orning that 
Field Marshal Yamagata had been ap­ 
pointed commander-in-chief of the Jap­ 
anese army of inv asion.

Warren counties, which gives him a 
majority, and they have called a con­ 
vention. 
Fountain county is protest­ 
ing on behalf of Lewis, and the matter 
will have to be decided by Chairman 
Goodrich. 


A 
well-known 
Republican 
leader 
made the statement today that the In­ 
diana delegation to the Chicago con­ 
vention will make no public attempt 
to boom Senator Fairbanks for the 
vice presidential nomination, as tho 
members will go there understanding 
that he prefers such a course. He said 
that the senator is very anxious that 
no effort be made by Indiana to put 
him forward for second place.

When It Couldn’t Get Its

Back a Resort Was Made to 
Flamee. 


St. Louis, J une 6.—Incensed over 
their failure to see a “ genuine Spanish 
bull fight” which tbe authorities had 
ordered stopped, a riot was started in 
an 
arena 
near 
the 
World's 
Fair 
grounds last evening by a crowd of 
Í.500 men and boys, who were unable 
to get their money back, and the build­ 
ing was burned to the ground. 
Four 
men were placed under arrest charged 
with the destruction of property. 
The 
crowd, thinking these men were con­ 
nected with the show, made an at­ 
tempt to mob them, and in their en­ 
counter with the deputy sheriff® a 
number were roughly handled 
and 
some received scalp wounds. 
The 
building Is said to have cost $25,000. 
It is a total loss, with no Insurance, 
it is reported. 
The initial performance by the com­ 
pany of Spanish bull fighters had been 
advertised for Sunday, but Governor 
Dockery, to whom numerous protests 
had been made, ordered that it should 
not be allowed to take place. 
Despite 
these orders a large crowd assembled 
in the arena at the advertised time of 
opening. 
Before the regular perform­ 
ance a number of cowboys drove In 
some bulls which they ran around the 
arena In true wild west style. 
The 
crowd soon became tired of this and 
called for the bull fight. 
The announcement was then made 
that the bull fight would be proceeded 
with. As the matadores came into the 
ring a county official handed the an­ 
nouncer a paper informing him that 
the proposed show 
could not take 
place. 
When this became known to 
the crowd they leaped Into the arena 
and demanded the return of their mon­ 
ey. 
Failing in this, the crowd went to 
the office, which was located In a small 
building outside the arena, and began 
to stone the structure. 
This was fol­ 
lowed by attempts to burn the arena, 
which was an Immense building con­ 
structed of pine. 
The efforts were 
finally successful and the whole struc­ 
ture was soon in ruins. 
A call was made for the fire depart­ 
ment, but the single engine that re­ 
sponded became stuck In the mud and 
there was nothing to stop the progress 
of the flames.

Horrible Holoc a us t Oc c urs In Pe oria 
Distillery Fire. 


Peoria, 111., J une 6.—Fire swept the 
distillery plant of Corning A Co., Sat­ 
urday evening, destroying every build­ 
ing in the plant excepting the distil­ 
lery proper containing the cookers, 
burning fourteen men and Injuring as 
many more, suffocating 3,000 ca ttle be­ 
ing fed in the sheds and destroying 
upward of 30,000 barrels of high proof 
spirits.

There is a p ossibility that the 
convention may seat a delegation from

convention 
will 
be 
1,000 . 
By the ancient cu stom of rhe Dem­ 
ocratic p arty, it requ ires two-thirds of 
the convention to nominate a p resi­ 
dent or vice p resident. 
This creates 
an 
interesting 
qu estion 
which 
has 
come in for a good bit of discu ssion. 
Shou ld some minority candidate come 
into the convention with 331 2-3 votes, 
or— if 1 ,000 delegates are seated—with
